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PREFACE. 

The serrices in this book are compiled mainly 
from "The AWr/* a service book for Sunday-schools 
by Reverend J. G. Bartholomew, first published more 
than forty years ago. During many years of active 
work in the Sunday-school I have found no service 
book to equal it. The subjects are well chosen. 
Among the services one may be found appropriate 
for any and every occasion. The songs in this book 
have been selected from those most successfully used 
in our own school. We have also added a few 
familiar church hymns, which all Sunday-school 
scholars should learn. The successful conduct of any 
Sunday-school depends upon the personality of the 
leader. Preparation is always necessary. Do not 
use the services consecutively, but choose each Sun- 
day one suitable for the occasion or the lesson of 
the day.
